DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the Applicant's arguments and amendments filed on June 
1 7, 2008, in which claims 1,3,4,6,10,16, 22-24, 26, 27, 29-33, 36, 38, 39, 40, 42, and 
43 have been amended, and claims 2, 28, 34-35, 37, and 41 have been canceled. 
Claims 1, 3-27, 29-33, 36, 38-40, and 41-43 are currently pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. After a further search and thorough examination of the present application and in 

view of the applicant's arguments and amendments, claims 1, 3-27, 29-33, 36, 38-40, 
and 41-43, renumbered as 1-37 respectively, are found to be in condition of allowance. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited 
prior arts fail to teach the claimed limitations for the reasons set forth in the Applicant's 
remarks filed on 06/17/2008, pages 13-17 (see Applicant's remarks).
